Both he and Hep. Leo E. Allen, R. 
said that there Is no evidence of a housing 
"emergency," Yet, this billion dollar appro- 
priation wqiild help kill hope of Income tax 
relief and a balanced budget. 
. Health and Welfare Secretary Fleming 
has reported that only a handful of school 
districts are unable to finance their own 
needed school con,stnictlon. but there's 
great Novonibcr-orlcnteil .support for 
$400,000,000 a year grant-in-aid program to 
construct schools. 

Tlie social security program Is flirting 
with red Ink despite recent Increases In the 
taxes to support It, yet vote-hungry con- 
gre.ismcn arc talking of enlarging the bene- 
fits. 

Tlie evidence Is strong that the voters 
have learned nt last that such bounty from 
Washington Is only thclrwwn money, which 
the federal government Ims prevented them 
from spending on the things tliey \vant^ 
■ and need. But congressmen have occn slow' 
to learn of this awakening In many cases. 
■ So, If you would like to hold anyhopo^of 
ever seeing a tax bill go down Instead of 
up, this is the moment to write to your 
representatives In Washington.
